(MANIQN'S) call. It nay be noted tj»t Mr. rREB^jAN BUEFORD was 
recently indicted in New Orleans, Louisiana, with Sz-GoTemor 
RICHARD {LBCHB and Mr. SKYMOUR hpISS for violation of the Con- 
nally Hot Oil Act. Mr. BDRFOIcb, during the past week, was re- 
leas^ on a writ of habeas corpus by United States District Judge 
T. W.WviDSON. 

MANIOtT then went on to Inf om me that he had received 
infomation which had come to him "straight* to the effect that on 
Friday, August 18, 1939, some kidnapers had kidnaped TRSmMS

For the Infomatlon of the Bureau, en July 10, 1936, the 
f irsi of NSS?MAN & HA3?RIS & G^CPAHT secured a contract frcs the Orleans ■ 
Levee Board to refund five outstanding callable bond issues of that 
board totaling in principal |5,485,000«00, with maturities running to 
1975, and for which serriees under the contract the brokerage house 
was to receive 25^ of the savings effected to the Levee Board. The 
loaturities on outstanding issues were re-arranged, shortening them 
considerably, and a lower interest rate obtained for the refunded 
issues, which rate by a certain average amounted to 3»87?6, according 
to ROBERT J. NEWMAN of the firm of NEWMAN, HARRIS & CQMRANY, The 

computed as the difference in the aiBOunt of the interest to be paid 
under the old schedule of maturities and that payable under the new 
schedule prepared by the brokerage firm, less adjustments for premiums 
paid on calling the old issues and that received on the sale on new 
issues, also including other adjustments for forfeitures of stipulated 
maturities made by the brokerage firm* Of the commission received by 
NEWMAN, HAREUS & COMPANY, 50^, less certain deductions for expenses, was 
paid to ABRAHAM SHJSHAN, a former president of the Levee Board who had 
resigned in 1935 after an indictment against him for violation of Pederal 
income tax evasion statutes* SHU^HAN is also a notorious political 
character in the City of New Orleans and the State of Louisiana.

firm. 

Agent TWRY attended these conferences only In a 
advisory capacity to the Government's attorneys and declined to furnish 
any opinion as to the accepted or proper basis for ccoputlng the savings 

effected ^y the refunding of the Levee Board bond issues, talcing the 
position that such a natter was within the specialized field of bond 
e^tperts, tbeorized upon the basis from wiiieh to detemine the true 
savings on the refunding transaction* He did, however, furnish 
suggestions to the Govenment's attorneys as to different bases that 
could be employed In coasputlng the savings, and advised then that he 
was qualified to Biake ccnputations on the bases suggested* 

Due to the fact that Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General HABOLD HDSMTAID desired that the facts representing the savings 
to the Levee Board on the refunding of Its bonds be presented to the 
grand Jury on August 17, 1939, and the file had not been nade available 
to Agent FBRRT, the eozt^u tat ions as suggested by Agent HSkRY could not 
be performed within the time re(iuired. MR. ROSSHWAID, therefore, de- 
cided to use for presentation to the grand jury the testimony of L* L, 
1I0AK and indicated that he would not at this time require further 
assistance of Agent FERR7, since the indictments were expected to be 
returned by Ajugust 18, 1939»

The details of the luTestigation conducted In the aboTa 
matter are set out In report of Special Agent S, H. WOU, Hew Orleans » 
dated July 87, 1939. 

To ^rlng this matter up to date for the information of the 
Bureau^ I may advise that the Attorney General left it up to the IT. S. 
Attorney, RKN2 A. VIOSCA, as to whether the resignation of GAUDIN 
should he asked for. Vil. VIOSCA considered asking for GADDIN'S resig- 
nation, at i^ich time GAUDIJJ vigorously protested and begged that he 
be allowed to remain in office, at least until the present inquiries 
are over, since if he would resign at the present time he would ruin 
his legal career in New Orleans* 

MR. VIOSCA agreed to GAUDIN'3 request, but asked that he 
have nothing to do with the investigation into the political situation 
in New Orleans and Louisiana, and should not acquaint hiaiself with 
any of the details thereof. Since that time GAUDIN has been coming 
around the U. S, Attorney's office but has taken no active part in the 
work connected with the current investigations. 

On August 21, 1939, Assistant Attorney General ROGGE and 
MR. VIOSCA advised me that they were that dey going to instruct GAUDIN 
to stay away from the U. S. Attorney's office entirely, and take all 
the annual leave he is entitled to in oilier that he will not be in a 
position to be around the office and to learn any of the information 
developed by the investigations being conducted or the plans of the 
prosecuting officials. ^ 

This la the present status of the matter, and if there 

are any further developments I will of course advise the Bureau in the
